Rejection of Claims 1-5 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being obvious over the alleged 
admitted prior art in the specification in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,004,052 to Muranaka and 
U.S. Patent No. 5,420,621 to Richtsmeier et al. 

The alleged admitted prior art in the specification is cited for disclosing a conventional 
printer having a heated roller downstream of the printer. Richtsmeier et al. is cited for disclosing 
a star wheel in connection with a roller. Muranaka is cited for disclosing a heated roller 
upstream of the print head to remove moisture from the paper.
